Reference is made to our letter of April 20, 2001 advising you that additional time was needed 
to review the records responsive to your Freedom of Infonnation Act (FOIA) request for 
numerous dossiers contained on the list of INSCOM topics and tile numbers. This letter is in 
response to your request on the Algerian Nationalist Movement, ZF010314W. 

Please be advised that the infomiation sanitized on pages 35-37 and 85-86 was done prior to 
receipt in this office. 

We have completed a mandatory declassification review of the documents in accordance with 
Execufive Order (EO) 12958. As a result of this review, information has been sanifized from 

these records and 16 pages are denied in their entirety as the information is cun-ently and 
properly classified CONFIDENTIAL according to Sections 1.3(a)(3), 3.4(b)(1), and 3.4(b)(6). 
This information is exempt from the public disclosure provisions of the FOIA pursuant to Title 5 
U.S. Code 552 (b)(1). It is not possible to reasonably segregate meaningfiil portions of these 
records for release. A copy has been enclosed for your use. A brief explanation of the 
applicable sections follows: 

Section 1.3(a)(3) of EO 12958 provides that infomiation shall be classified 
CONFIDENTIAL if its unauthorized disclosure reasonable could be expected to cause 
damage to the national security. 

Section 3.4(b)(1) of EO 12958 provides that classified information more than 25 years old 
is exempt Irom automatic declassification if it would reveal the idenfity of a confidential 

human source, or reveal infonnation about the application of an intelligence source or 
method, or reveal information about the application of an intelligence source or method, or 
reveal the identity of a human intelligence source when the authorized disclosure of that 
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source would clearly and demonstrably damage the national security interests of the United 
States. 

Section 3.4(b)(6) of EO 12958 provides that classified information more than 25 years old 
is exempt from automatic declassification if it would reveal information that would 
seriously and demonstrably impair relations between the U.S. and a foreign government, or 
seriously and demonstrably undermine ongoing diplomatic activities of the U.S. 

Infonnation has been sanitized from these records to protect the identity of confidential 
sources. The sanitized information if exempt from public disclosure pursuant to Title 5 U.S. 
Code 552 (b)(7)(D) of the FOIA. The significant and legitimate governmental purpose to be 
served by withholding is that a viable and effective intelligence investigative capability is 
dependent upon the protection of confidential sources. 

In addition, since the release of some of the information would result in the an unwarranted 
invasion of the privacy rights of the individuals concerned, it is exempt from public disclosure 
provisions of the FOIA pursuant to Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b)(7)(C). 

The withholding of the information above is a partial denial of your request. This denial is 

made on behalf of Brigadier General Keith B. Alexander, the Commanding General, U.S. Army 
Intelligence and Security Command, who is the Initial Denial Authority for Anny intelligence 
investigative and security records under the FOIA. You have the right to appeal this decision to 
the Secretary of the Army. If you wish to file an appeal, you should forward it to this office. 
Your appeal must be postmarked no later than 60 calendar days from the date of this letter. After 
the 6()-day period, the case may be considered closed; however, such closure does not preclude 
you from tiling litigation in the courts. 

Additionally, our review disclosed infonnation under the pur\'iew of other government 
agencies. Our office does not have the authority to release these records; therefore, the 
documents are being referred for appropriate action under the FOIA. We will infonn you as to 
the releasability of the information upon completion of this action. 

The amount of $600.00 for review and professional search are waived. The reproduction cost 
of $33.75 remains due and should be fomarded by postal money order or certified check made 
payable to the Treasurer of the United States.

a. Your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request of March 29,2001, for all information concerning 
the Algerian Nationalist Movement, ZF010314W. Your request was received in this office April 18, 



b. Our letter of April 20, 2001, informing you that we were searching for records and we were unable 
to comply with the statutory 20-day time limit in processing your request. 

c. (;)ur Idler of September 18, 2001, releasing Army records and advising you that coordination was 
needed with other government agencies. 

Coordination has been completed and we have been informed by the Central Intelligence Agency 
(CIA) that the information highlighted in black is exempt from public disclosure pursuant to Title 5 U.S. 
Code 552 (b)(1) and (b)(3) of the FOIA. To aid you in identifying all CIA information, we have 
bracketed them in red. The records are enclosed for your use. 

The withholding of the information by the CIA constitutes a partial denial of your request and you have 
the right to appeal this decision to the Agency Review Panel within 45 days from the date of this letter. If 
you decide to file an appeal, it should be forwarded to the following: Ms. Kathryn I. Dyer, Information 
and Privacy Coordinator, Central Intelligence Agency, Washington, DC 20505. Please e.xplain the basis 
of you appeal. Cite CIA #F-200I-02022 assigned to your request so that it may be easily identified. 

We have completed a mandatory declassification review in accordance with Executive Order (EO) 
12958. As a result of this review, information has been sanitized as it is currently and properly classified 
CONFIDENTIAL according to Sections 1.3(a) (3), 3.4(b)(1) and 3.4(b)(6) of EO 12958. This 
information is also exempt from the public disclosure provisions of the FOIA pursuant to Title 5 U.S. 
Code 552 (b)( I ). Fees for processing this request are waived. A brief explanation of the applicable 
sections follows:

Section 1.3 (a)(3) of the EO 12958 provides that information shall be classified CONFIDENTIAL 
if its unauthorized disclosure reasonably could be expected to cause damage to the national security. 
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Section 3.4 (b)(1) of EO 12958 provides that classified information more than 25 years old is exempt 
from automatic declassification if it would reveal the identity of a confidential human source, or 
reveal information about the application of an intelligence source or method, or reveal the identity of 
a human intelligence source when the unauthorized disclosure of that source would clearly and 
demonstrably damage the national security interests of the United States. 

Section 3.4 (b)(6) of EO 12958 provides that classified information more than 25 years old is exempt 
from automatic declassification if it would reveal information that would seriously and demonstrably 

impair the relations between the United States and a foreign government, or seriously and 
demonstrably undermine ongoing diplomatic activities of the United States. 

Since the release of the sanitized information from these records would result in an unwarranted 
invasion of the privacy rights of other individuals, they are exempt from the public disclosure provisions 
pursuant to Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b)(7)(C) of the FOIA. 

The withholding of the information described above is a partial denial of your request. This denial is 
made on behalf of Brigadier General Keith B. Alexander, the Commanding General, U.S. Army 
Intelligence and Security Command, who is the Initial Denial Authority for Army intelligence 
investigative and security records under the FOIA. You have the right to appeal this decision to the 
Secretary of the Army. If you wish to file an appeal, you should forward it to this office. Your appeal 
must be postmarked no later than 60 calendar days from the date of this letter. After the 60-day period, 
the case may be considered closed; however, such closure does not preclude you from filing litigation in 
the courts.

SUMMARY OF INFORMATION 

1. Since April 1959> ^'^<-^ possiT^ly earlier, Algerian nationals have heen 
processing at an East- German refugee center located in PUEHSTEMALDE (711-3702 ). 
Although the exact numher is unknoirn, at least two hundred and fifty Algerians 
have "been processed here during the past four nonths. The majority of these 
were young men who had served as memhers of the -Algerian rebel army, and were 
forced "to leave Algeria because they feared arrest. During their stay in 
PUERSTEir\'iALDE, they were feared and resented hy the residents of the city who 
accused them of roaming through the streets in groups of six or seven and 
causing disturbances. They are said to have caused fights, committed 
robberies, and assaulted women. As a result, the women in the FUERSTEEWALDE 
area would not walk through the streets alone at night. In an attempt to 

end the disturbances, local police trained a number of Algerians, exact 
number unknown, to act as a police force to control the other Algerians. The 
results of this attempt are unknown. In May 1959 » exact date unknown, the 
Algeriaiis were transferred from the refugee center to a special compound at 
1-I0LIS13ERG (UU-1142). Here they are restricted to the area of the compound, 
except for those employed by the local industries and farms. The latter were 
permitted to commute from the compound to their place of work; however, they 
were required to return to the compound in the evening. Ko details are known 
concerning the activities of the ■'Algerians within the compound. Insofar as 
could be determined,-, they received no training in the compound except for 
some basic communist indoctrination lectures. Whether or not special train- 
ing was, or will be, given to these refugees could not be determined. 

2. Several Algerians, exact niimber unknown, were employed by the VEB 
Gasolan, a machine tool manufacturing company in FUEESTEMALBE . They were 
later discharged because of their unwillingness to work, and for the trouble 
they caused through fights with, and thefts from, the regular German workers, 
LPG's located at BEEHFELDS (VU-55O9) and TEEBUS (TU-35O6), as well as the LPS 
Rotes Banner located in JANICJCEKDOEF (VU-JJIO), each agreed to hire ten 
Algerians. The LPG's would take no more than ten due to the fact they 
feared trouble similar to that experienced in the VEB Gasolan. Due to the 
low wages paid to them, the Algerians refused to work hard, if at all; they 
were aware of the fact that the MOLKEKBERG compound would support them 
whether they worked or not. This behavior of the -Algerians caused much 
dissention among the German employees of the LPG's, irho also refused to work 
T»heji they discD=v5rsd that the refa^jes, whoE \-hfe/ resented; ir^re shirking 
their duties. In June 1959 the LPG's at BEESFELDE and TREBU3 discharged the 
Algerian employees in order to eliminate this trouble. Those Algerians 
employed by the LPG Rotes Banner as field laborers have not been discharged.

(Wormser Zeltaiog . 10 January 1962) Han s Pfflan er, a 59 year old arms 
dealer from Ludwigshafen (TN: (MV59807, German yede^l EepobUc (GFE)), 
is being tried by the Landgericht (TN: District Court), Frankonthal 
(fM: (MV5387) (GFR)) for illegal selling of ams, Denmer is charged with 
having riolated the Aim Law and the Law Concerning Foreign Trades. 

Dflsmner has been active in the field of dealing with weapons since 1928, 
A few months ago, he received a threatwiing letter froaihe "Red Hand" (TM: 
French Rightist Underground Movement), According to his own statements, he 
had debts amounting to approximately 180,000, DMW {T»: Deutsche Mark West) 
in 1957, In a dubious way, he made the acquaintance of a certain Pierre, a 
representative of a company in Paris, France, Representatives of this Paris 
cwnpany, ^iiich did not exist but on paper, repeatedly contacted Demer in 
Ludwlgshafen and picked up more than 200 pistols. 

Another large-scale customer of Demmer^s, a phoney company frca BelgiTB, 
likewise existed caily on paper. In reality, the representatives of these 
phoney firms were agents of the Algerian resistance movement of MNA (TN: 
Mouvement Kational Algerien (Algerian National Movement)), The MKA maintains 
a headcpiarters in the Saarland. Demmer stated that he used to take the ship- 
ments across the border and hand the merchandise over to the agents of the 
"firm" in the no man's land. In one instance Deioner had bad luck and was 
caught by custcHos officials vho confiscated both his car and the 50 pistols 
he had with him. 

In the hearing i^ch was conducted in camera, Demmer claimed that he 
was not aware of the fact that his shipnents were in reality sold to the 
Algerian Resistance Movement. 



( Die Rheinpf^lz . 10 January 1962) Hand Deanner is charged with having 
violated the Arms Law and the Law Concerning Foreign Trades by selling 602 
pistols, 83 magazines, and 1000 roimds of ammunition for 94,000, DMhf to 
phoney firms in France and Belgium during the period from June 1957 to 
December I960, The two phon^ companies had the well-sounding names of 
■Compagnie Generale de Transport, Alr-Fer-Mer, Paul Doximergue et Cie, 185 
Avenue 4e Cl?j^hy, PawAa 171" ajkI "GJerjasaiti^fs^reep Brux^illes" nnd were in 
reality agents of the Algerian Resistance Movement of "Mouvement Kational 
Algerien" (TNt Algerian national Movement) (MKA). 

Daamer stated that he began selling air rifles to gun clubs in the 
Saarland in 1957 and later met a Frenchman by the name of Pierre. Pierre 
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TRASSLATIOK (Cont'd) 

had passed hifflself off as a representatire of a French transportation company, 
Demmer sold about 250 pistols to this cci^>any. 

Beginning of October 1957, Police becane suspicious of the obscure dealings 
of DeBmer irfien they determined that the French company did not exist in reality, 
A few aonths later, Denmer allegedly met a man by the naae of "Philippino" in a 
Luxemburg cafe, "Philippine" appeared to be an Italian; however, he did not 
speak Italian, "Philippino" introduced himself as a representatiye of a Bruxelles 
firm Trtiich was interested in the purchase of pistols. When dealing with this 
ccmpany, Demmer himself took the aerchandise in his privately-ovmed rehicle 
acix>88_the GerBfiLn-Luxenburg-Belgian border aiid haikled the goods to "Philippino" 
in the no nan's land* 

According to the sales manager of an aras company in Ulm (TN: CfTl), Deeomer 
explained his l&Tge orders by claiming that the plant police of BASF (TN: 
Badische Anilin- tind Sodafabrik (Baden Aniline and Soda Factory)) in Ludwigs- 
hafen plan to exchange tiieir foreign pistols for German fireanas. 



( Speyerer Tageblatt . 10 Janxaary 1962) On 9 January 1962, the trial of 
Hans Demmer, a Ludwigshafen arms dealer, was opened at the Frankenthal Land- 
gericht, D emm er is charged with illegal selling of arms. 

According to a witness, Demmer once introduced to him (TN: to the witness) 
an Algerian by the name of Hamdane Sid as a friend of his. Denmer admitted that 
Sid was the first man to help him establish contacts with the phoney firm in 
Paris, France, Althovigh Demner had not known Sid for a longer period of tiMB, 
he sponsored him when Sid bought a car. 



( Die Rhelnpfalz , 11 January 1962) The trial of DeoiBier has been suspended 
because one of the Juryaen fell sick. The trial will be continued on 16 January 
1962, This is why the hearing of Hamdane Sid as a witness, who obviously played 
a key role in the Illegal dealiiigs of Demmer, bad to be postponed. 

The name of Sid was also mentioned in the interrogation of a laiserslautem 
(TN: CFR) arms dealer, who was also contacted by Sid and other Algeiians in n 
sfAiort ito b;^ esssb AUsgedlj thi^ isi&iness was a.t-1 '^'e lis«d. The Kaiaers- 
lautem Aims dealer identified Sid and two other Algerians on piiotos* 

Part of Danmer's illegal dealings were conducted via the Saarland, where 
the MKA is known to have maintained an agency. It is a known fact that the 
arms bought were to serve the MNA in their fight against the FLN (TO; Front 
Liberation National (National Liberation Front)). MNA and FLN are two rival 
resistance aoveoents in Algeria, 
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mNSLATICai (Cont'd) 

( Die Frelhelt . 12 January 1962) The trial of Domer has been postponed 
as one of the jurymen fell sick. An Algerian by the name of Sid who 1» 
presently held in a Saarbruecken (TH: CFR) jail will be heard as a witness 
upon the reopening of the trial. Sid was the first contact inan between 
DesmsT and the Algerian resistance moT^Bent. The hearing of Sid is con- 
sidered to be most rerealing* 



(Speyerer Tageblatt . 13 January 1962) The trial of Demmer has been 
definitely called off and postponed until farther notice. The juryman who 
fell sTck is suffering frcat a heart attack. According to the crisdnal 
procedure regulations, the trial could have been interrupted up to 20 January 
only. For this reason, the court called off the trial and will reopen the 
trial at a later date* 

The trial had to be put off once before in the fall of 1961 when the 
defendant was not capable of appearing before the court for health reasons*

This is in response to your April 16, 2001 Freedom of 
Information Act (FOIA) request that you originally submitted to 
the Department of the Army. Information originated by the Air 
Force Office of Special Investigations was found in that 
agency's files. Their letter, transmitting your request and the 
documents in question was referred to us for a review and 
release determination. AFOSI FOIA # 1103 was assigned to your 
request . 

Portions of the information requested are exempt from 
disclosure to you. We have inserted notations in the attached 
documents to identify the portions deleted and the reasons 
therefore. The notations are explained as follows: 

a. "b6" pertains to information contained in personne]. and 
medical files or similar records. This includes social security 
account numbers, names, home and duty addresses of military 
personnel, administrative information, and personal information 
of others. This information is withheld as release would 
constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. 
The authority for this exemption may be found in the United 
States Code, Title 5, Section 552(b)(6). 

b. "b7C" pertains to information, which if disclosed to the 
public, could reasonably be expected to result in an unwarranted 
invasion of personal privacy. We also withheld the names of our 
Special Agents so that they would not be subject to harassment 
and annoyance in the conduct of their official duties and to 
increase their security in later assignments.

Include in the 
appeal your reasons for reconsideration and attach a copy of 
this letter.
